years ago in Great Britain, But the 
stress of hrs argument re philosophic; he 
undertakes to show that protection vio­ 
lates fundamental and essential laws of 
pc litical economy. Mr. Blame, on the 
other hand, cooer takes to trace the hic­ 
kory < f free trade and pre taction, and 
to alow, by 
detailed 
illustrations, 
that 
protection 
has 
protected— 
has lowered pi ices, 
raised 
wages, 
and 
improved products, 
and 
gen­ 
erally 
promoted national 
prosper­ 
ity. Thus only to a limited extant do 
the spears of these cc inhalants dash; 
they tide rn fall titk<by but not against 
each other, and the spectators ar privil­ 
eged t i admire the dexterity of both. 
We recommend to che etud» ut of mod­ 
ern political economy a careful and can­ 
did reading c f both papers, without un­ 
der! king to criticise or even to eummar- 
ize either.

tory. 
There is another point well worth con­ 
sidering in connection wi h the question. 
The history cf the tariffs shows that the 
purchasing power of a dollar has always

* lion. There is no exception that oau be 
named save only during the civil war 
when pi Hts were necessarily indated; 
and even David A. Wells, the clue1 
of flea traders, estimates that the pur­ 
chasing power of a dollar at the present 
time is from 25 to SO per oent greater 
than ever before. 
If the free-traders could Hot out his­ 
tory as it relates to the tariff, they would 
be in a happy way to make peyple be­ 
lieve that there is something reasonable, 
just, and progress ive in free trade. But 
history is agami t them aa it ie powerfully 
against*the democratic party.

As a merchant be was un­ 
equalled for dear eight dulness aud energy * 
and for the fortitude with which be bore 
occasional reverses. 
The money wbL-h 
he gained in trade he wisely invested in 
real estate in this city, foreseeing ga few 
of his contemporaries foresaw, its fatnra 
greatness. It is said that the Astore own 
more real estate than any other persons 
in New York city,and that all their pos­ 
sessions in the line of houses and business 
blocks are a special benefit to the pub­ 
lic. f jr the reason that to good tenants, 
who are sober and honest, they lease 
their property at low prices on long time 
It is farther said that the Astore make it 
a point to make the rent* so low to de­ 
sirable tenants, that it pays them mu:h 
better to rent th ai to own property.

cago Journal.

St. L ouis, Jan. 13.—This city was 
visited Sunday by a frightful wind 
storm which did great damage to prop­ 
erty, and resulted In loss of life. The 
storm struck the southwestern section 
• of the city and swept through to the 
/northern limits, making 
a 
pathway 
nearly a quarter of a mile wide and leav­ 
ing death and desolation In Its track. 
There was scarcely any warning of the 
approaching storm, owing to the fact 
that the sky had been overcast for sev­ 
eral hours before the full force of the 
wind was felt, and It was all over in an 
incredibly brief period of time, those re­ 
siding in and near the path of the cyclone 
scarcely realizing what had happened 
until it was all over. 
In addition to dozens of dwellings and 
stores in the southern, central and north­ 
ern sections of the city more or less 
wrecked, tho following buildings wero 
damaged: Tho Anchor mills, Goodwin 
candle factory. 
Pullman shops. Van 
Brock's furniture factory, Kingsland Sc 
Ferguson’s farm implement works, Mis­ 
souri Pacific hospital, Ilodgen school, 
German Evangelical church, 
Second 
Presbyterian church and others yet to 
be heard from. The losses on property 
are roughly estimated at 8100,000, but 
will likely prove more. 
The cyclone seemed to have entered 
the city in Its full force at Twenty-third 
street 
and Choteau avenue, passing 
northeast until it reached Seventeenth 
and Olive streets, where It swerved, tak­ 
ing a direct easterly course to Four­ 
teenth, and then again turned to the 
northeast, leaving the city and striking 
the river just north of Tyler street. Tho 
only announcement of the approach and 
progress of tho storm was a dull, sullen 
roar, quickly followed by a torrent of 
rain, which in turn was succeeded by 
sleet, and before the victims could real­ 
ize what had happened the storm swept 
by and on, leaving wreckage and man­ 
gled humanity In Its pathway. Trees 
wero torn up by the roots and broken 
Off, telegraph poles 
swept down as 
though mero sticks, while tho roofs of 
buildings wero lifted from their moor­ 
ings like feathers and tossed Into the 
streets. 
Mrs. Charles Miller, who resides with 
her husband at Twentieth and Eugenie 
streets, was sitting in a rocking chair, 
with her babe in her arms, when tho roof 
was lifted from hor house. 
She rushed 
to tho window, and just then tho wall 
gave way and Mrs. Miller and her babe 
were buried under the debris. Tho babe 
mirculously escaped without a scratch, 
but the mother was badly hurt and may 
not recover. Mr. Miller was In anoth­ 
er part of the house and escaped unhurt. 
This is but one of dozens of incidents of 
the storm. 
I t is just reported that a number of 
passenger cars were blown from the 
tracks in tho upper part of tho Mill 
Creek valley, tho western outlet of tho 
union depot yards.

The storm blew the roof off the 
Marks homo and bricks came crashing 
: into the room, resulting In the death of 
the boy from sheer fright. 
The cyclone was of not longer dura­ 
tion than five minutes* time, but In that 
short space it left behind it a track of 
ruined buildings, unroofed houses, shat­ 
tered walls, dismantled churches and 
schools, wrecked factories and mills, 
streets heaped with debris, telegraph 
poles

destroyed, 
and 
the 
usual 
dread accompaniment 
of loss 
of life and widespread injury to human 
beings that left a panic-stricken popu­ 
lace gathering at every street corner to 
discuss the sudden horror.

of tho Milwaukee Sc St. Paul railways 
are all delayed by heavy drafts.

of the telegraph wires in Minnesota are 
down yet, but reports from the Dakotas 
and Montana are to the effect that the 
storm is of great severity. 
This is the 
first storm approaching blizzardly pro­ 
portions that has occurred in the North­ 
west this season. Nearly a foot of snow 
fell on a level, and the wind is still 
blowing a gale.

Biz Desperate Criminals Escape from the 
Bastile at San Francisco, 
San F ra n c isc o , Cal., Jan. 13.—Six 
desperate criminals escaped from tho 
county jail here, and arc now at large. 
They are: John McNulty, convicted of 
murdering a man named Collins two 
years ago; Erick Erickson, a mail rob­ 
ber; William Edwards, Thomas Kenney, 
Dan Riordan, and Miko Sullivan, rob­ 
bers. 
The prisoners occupied throe cells on 
tho west side of tho corridor. They cut 
through each other's cells to a room used 
as a bath room. Thence they worked 
their way into tho main corridor, and 
thence into tho jail yard. Hero they 
climbed up on a woodpile and broke 
through an old chimney against the 
outer wall. After one man had got 
through he pulled tho others through 
the small hole. A man named Harriman, 
who was passing at the time, was seized 
and held until all were out and then 
given his liberty. The jail birds fled up 
the narrow alley and thence down the 
street. Harrlgan then gavo the alarm 
and search was immediately begun, but 
it was without avail.

th e city is on the verge of the most dis 
astrous epidem ic th a t has come this wa} 
for many years. 
N othing but the in tro 
ductlon of a decidedly lower tem pera 
tu re c a n possibly avert it. 
T he physicians of the city are already 
overw orked 
and tired out. 
T here ii 
scarcely one in good standing who is not 
compelled to refuse from ten to twenty 
calls each day. 
Every 
other 
family, 
alm ost, in Hie city has an ailing member, 
and in hundreds and even thousands of 
cases dangerous pulm onary symptoms 
aro m anifest. 
T he death rate 
is in­ 
creasing so rapidly th a t the undertaker* 
are over-crowded w ith work and 
the 
health officials have become alarm ed. 
T he corrected m ortuary Azures for the 
past seven days show th a t there were 497 
deaths in tho city, an increase of about 
30 per cent over the death rate for tile 
same tim e last year. 
Of this num ber 202 
of tho victim s died from pneumonia, 
bronchitis, and other respiratory dis­ 
eases and from 
consum ption.

wero 55 deaths from the la tte r disease, 
many of them being accelerated bv in­ 
fluenza and tho 
prevailing w eather.

Paris, Jan. IS.—Row De Witt Tal­ 
mage, D. D., of Brooklyn, N. 
Y., 
preached hero Sunday on “Saving a 
Royal Life.” The speaker's text was 
from 
II. 
Kings, 
xi.t 
2 and 3: 
“Jehosheba, the daughter of King 
Joram, sister of Ahaziah, took Joash 
the 
son 
o* 
Ahaziah, 
and stole 
him from among the King's sons which 
were slain; and they hid him, even 
him and his nurse, in the bedchamber 
from Athaliah, so that ho was not 
slain. 
And he was with her hid in 
the house of the Lord six years. ” The 
sermon follows: 
Grandmothers are more lenient with 
their children’s children than they 
were with their own. 
At forty years 
of age, if discipline be necessary, 
chastisement is used, but at seventy tho 
grandmother, looking upon the misbe­ 
havior of tho grandchild, is apologetic 
and disposed to substitute confection­ 
ery for whip. 
Thoro is nothing more 
beautiful that this mellowing of old 
age toward childhood. 
Grandmother 
takes out her handkerchief and wipes 
her spectacles, and puts them on, and 
looks down into the face of her mis- 
chievious and rebellious descendant 
and says: 
“I don't think he meant to 
do it, let him off 
this time; I will 
be responsible for his behavior in the 
future.” My mother, with the second 
generation around her—a boisterous 
crow—said one day: “I supilose they 
ought to be disciplined, but I can’t do 
it. Grandmothers aro not fit to bring up 
grandchildren.” But hero in my text, 
we have a grandmother of a different 
hue. 
I have within a few days been at 
Jerusalem, where the occurrence of the 
text took place, and tho whole scene 
came vividly before me while I wa* 
going over the sight of the ancient 
temple and climbing the towers of the 
King’s palace. 
Hero in tho text it is 
old Athaliah, the queenly murderess. 
She ought to have been honorable. 
Her father was a King. 
Hor husband 
was a King. Her son was a King. 
And yet we find her plotting for the 
extermination of tho entire royal fam 
ily, including her own grandchildren. 
The executioners' knives are . sharp­ 
ened. 
Tho palace is red with the 
blood of the Princes and Princessesl 
On all sides aro shrieks, and hands 
thrown up. and struggle, and death 
groan. No mercy! Kill! Kill! But 
while tho ivory floors of tho palace run 
with carnage, and tho whole land 
under tho shadow of a great horror, 
fleet footed woman, a clergyman’s wife, 
Jehosheba by name, stealthily ap­ 
proaches tho imperial nursery, seizes 
upon tho grandchild that had somehow 
as yet escaped massacre, wraps it up 
tenderly but in haste, snuggles 
against her, flies down the palace 
stairs, her heart iu her throat lest she 
be discovered in this Christian ab­ 
duction. Get her out of the way 
quick as you can, for sho carries 
precious burden, even a young King. 
With this youthful prize she presses 
into the room of the ancient temple, 
tho church of olden time, unwraps the 
young King and puts him down, sound 
asleep as he is, and unconscious of the 
peril that has been threatened; and 
there for six years he is secreted in 
that church apartment. Meanwhile 
old Athaliah smacks her lips with satis­ 
faction, and thinks that all the royal 
family are dead. 
But the six years expire, and it is time 
for young Joash to come forth and take 
the throne, and to push back into dis­ 
grace and death old Athaliah. The ar­ 
rangements are all made for political 
revolution. The military come and take 
possession of the temple, swear loyalty 
to the boy Joash and stand around for 
his defense. Seethe sharpened swords 
and the burnished shields! Everything 
is ready. Now Joash, half affrighted at 
the armed tramp of his defenders, scared 
at the vociferation of his admirers, is 
brought forth in full regalia. The scroll 
of authority is put in his hands, the 
coronet of government is put on his 
brow, and tho people clapped, and 
waved, and huzzaed, and trumpeted. 
“What is that?” said Athaliah. “What is 
that sound over in the temple?” And 
she flies to see, and on her way they 
meet her and say: 
“Why, haven’t you 
heard? You thought you had slain all 
the royal family, but Joash has come to 
light.” Then tho queenly murderess, 
frantic with rage, grabbed her mantle 
and tore it to tatters, and cried until she 
foamed at the mouth: 
“You have no 
business to 'Town my grandson. You 
have no right to take the government 
from my shoulders. Treason! Treason!” 
While she stood there crying that, the 
military started for her arrest, and she 
took a short cut through a back door of 
the temple, and ran through tho royal 
stables; but the battle axes of the 
military fell on her in the barn yard, 
and for many a day, when the horses 
were being unloosened from the char­ 
iot, after drawing out young Joash,the 
fiery steeds would snort and rear pass­ 
ing the palace, as they smell the place 
of tho carnage. 
The first thought I hand you from 
this subject is that the extermination of 
righteousness is an impossibility. When 
a woman is good, she is apt to be very 
good, and when she is bad, she is apt to 
be very bad, and this Athaliah was one 
of the latter sort, 
she would extermi­ 
nate the last scion of the house of David, 
through whom Jesus was to come.There 
was plenty of work for embalmers and 
undertakers. She would clear the land 
of all God-fearing and God-loving peo­ 
ple. 
She would put an end to every­ 
thing that could in any wise interfere 
ith her imperial criminality. She 
'olds her hands and says: “The work it 
done; it is completely done.” Is it? In 
the ^waddling clothes of that church 
apartment are wrapped the cause of God 
and the cause of good government That 
it the scion of the house of David; it ii 
Joash, the friend of God; it is Joash, 
the demoralizer of Baalitish idolatry. 
Rock him tenderly; nurse him gently. 
Athaliah, you may kill all the other 
children, but you can not kill him. 
Eternal defenses are thrown all around 
him, and this clergyman’s wife, Jeho­ 
sheba, will snatch him up from the 
palace nursery, and will run down with 
him into the house of the Lord, and 
there she will hide him for six years, 
and at the end of that time he will come 
forth for your dethronement and oblit­ 
eration. 
Well, my friends, just as poor 
botch does the world always make of 


man; or Anne Askew, or Sanders, or 
Cranmer? Great work of extermina­ 
tion they made of it. 
Just ut tile time 
when thoy thought they had slain all 
the royal family of Jesus, some Joash 
would spring up and out, and take tho 
throne of power, and wield a very scep­ 
ter of Christian dominion. 
Infidelity says: ‘Til just exterminate 
the Bible,” and tho Scriptures were 
thrown into tho street for the mob to 
trample on, and they wore piled up in 
tho public square and set on fire, and 
mountains of indignant contempt were 
hurled on them, and learned universi­ 
ties decreed tho Bible out of existence. 
Thomas Paine said: 
“In my ‘Age of 
Reason' I have annihilated the Scrip­ 
tures. Your Washington is a pusillani­ 
mous Christian, but I am the foe of 
Bibles and of churches.” O, how many 
assaults upon that word! 
All tho 
hostilites that have ever been created 
on earth are not to be compared with 
the hostilities against that one book. 
Said one man, in his infidel desperation 
to his wife: 
“You must not be read­ 
ing that Bible,” and he snatched it 
away from her. 
And though in that 
Bible was a lock of hair of tho dead 
child—the only child that God had 
ever given them—he pitched tho book 
with its contents into tho fire, 
and 
stirred it with the tongs, and spat on 
and cursed it, and said: “Susan, 
never have any more of that damnable 
stuff here.” 
How many individual and organized 
attempts have been made to extermin­ 
ate that Bible? Have they dono it? 
Have they exterminated tho American 
Biblo society? Have they extermin­ 
ated the British and Foreign Bible 
societies? Have they exterminated tho 
thousands of Christian institutions, 
whose only object it i9 to multiply cop­ 
ies of tho Scriptures, and throw them 
broadcast around tho world? They 
have exterminated until instead of one 
or two copies of the Biblo in our houses 
we .lave eight or ten, and we pile them 
up in the corners of our Sabbath school 
rooms, and send great boxes of them 
everywhere. 
If they get on as well as 
they are now going on in the work of 
extermination, I do not know but that 
our children may live to sec the mil­ 
lennium! Yea, if there should come a 
time of persecution in which ail tho 
known Biblos of the earth should be 
destroyed, all tho lamps of life that 
blaze in our pulpits and in our families 
extinguished—in the very day that in­ 
fidelity and sin should be holding jubi­ 
lee over tho universal extinction there 
would be in some closet of abackwoods 
church a secreted copy of tho Bible, 
and this Joash of eternal literature 
would come out and come up and take 
the throne, and the Athaliah of infi­ 
delity and persecution would fly out of 
the back door of the palace, and drop 
her carcass under the hoofs of the 
horses of tho King's stables. 
You can 
not exterminate Christianity! You can 
not kill Joash! 
The second thought I hand you from 
my subject is, that there are opportu­ 
nities in which we may save royal life. 
You know that profane history is replete 
with stories of strangled monarchs and 
with young princes who have been put 
out of the way. 
Here is the story of a 
young King savod. How Jehosheba, the 
clergyman's wife, must have trembled 
as she rushed into the imperial nursery 
and snatched up Joash. It seems as if 
between that young King and his as­ 
sassins tnere is nothing but the frail 
arm of a woman. 
But why should we 
spend our time in praising this bra­ 
very of expedition when God asks the 
same thing of you and me? All around 
us are tho imperiled child ran of a great 
King. 
They are born of Almighty parent­ 
age, and will come to a throne or a 
prawn, if permitted. 
But sin, tho old 
Athaliah, goes forth to the massacre. 
Murderous temptations are out for the 
assassination. 
You come under its 
knife, under its sword, under its doom, 
unless there be some Omnipotent re­ 
lief brought to the rescue. But blessed 
be God, there is such a thing as de­ 
livering a royal soul. Who will snatch 
away Joash? 
This afternoon in your Sabbath 
school class, there will bo a prince 
of God—some one who may yet reign 
as King forever before the 
throne. 
There are sleeping in your cradles by 
night, there are playing in your nurser­ 
ies by day, imperial souls waiting for 
dominion, and 
whichever side the 
cradle they get out will decido the 
destiny 
of empires. 
For each one 
of those children sin and holiness con­ 
tend But 
I 
here 
What’ 
with religious 
grow up and choose for themselves.” 
tell you my friends, the reason we 
don't reclaim all our children from 
worldliness is because we begin too 
late. 
Parents wait until their child- 


the world, why do you not corno in 
through the broad, wide open door of 
Christian communion? I wish I could 
act the part of Jehosheba to-day, and 
steal you away from your perils and 
hide you in tho temple. How few of 
us appreciate the fact that the church 
of God is a hiding place. There are 
many people who put the Church at so 
low a mark that they Degrudge it ev­ 
erything, even tho few dollars they 
give toward i t They make no sacri­ 
fices. 
I tell you there i$ not more than one 
man out of a thousand that appreciates 
what the church is. Where are the 
souls that put aside one-tenth for 
J Christian institutions—one-tenth 
of 
their income? Whero are those who, 
having put aside that one-tenth, draw 
upon it cheerfully? Why, it is pull, 
and drag, and hold on, and grab, and 
clutch; and giving is an affliction to 
most peoplo when it ought to be an 
exhilaration and a rapture. 
Oh, that 
God would remodel our souls on this 
subject, and that we might appreciate 
the house of God as tho great refuge. 
If your children are to corno up to 
lives of virtue and happiness, they will 
corno up under the shadow of tho 
church. 
If tho churoh does not get 
them tho world will. 
Ah, when you pass away—and it 
will not bo long before you do—w’hen 
you pass away it will be a satisfaction 
to see your 
children in Christian 
society. 
You want to have them sit­ 
ting at tho holy 
sacraments. 
You 
want them mingling in Christian asso­ 
ciations. 
You would like to have them 
dio in the sacred precincts. 
When 
you aro on your dying bed, and your 
little ones come up to tako your last 
word, and you look into their bewil­ 
dered faces, you will want to leave 
them under the church’s benediction. 
I don’t care how hard you are, that is 
so. though you may have been wan­ 
derers from God, and though you may 
have sometimes caricatured the church 
of Jesus, it is your great desiro that 
your sons and daughters should be 
standing ull their lives within this 
sacred inclosure. 
More than that, you yourself will 
want the church for a hiding place 
when the mortgage is foreclosed; when 
your daughter, just blooming into 
womanhood, suddenly clasps her hands 
in a slumber that knows no waking; 
when gaunt trouble walks through the 
parlor, and tho sitting-room, and the 
dining hall and the nursery, you will 
want some shelter from the tempest. 
Ah, some of you have been run upon 
by misfortune and trial; why do you 
I not come into tho shelter? O, dark­ 
ened soul. O. broken-hearted man, 
broken-hearted woman, why do you not 
come into tho shelter? I swing tho 
door wideopen 
I swing it from wall 
to wall. 
Como in! Come in! You 
want a place where your troubles shall 
be interpreted, where your burdens 
shall he unstrapped, where your tears 
shall be wiped away. 
Church of God, be a hiding place to 
all these people. 
Give them a seat 
where they can rest their weary souls. 
Flash some light from your chandeliers 
upon their darkness. With some sooth­ 
ing hymn hush theirgrief. Oh, Church 
of God, gate of Heaven, let me go 
through it! All other institutions are 
going to fail; but the Church of God— 
its foundation is on the “Rock of 
Ages,” its charter is for everlasting 
years, its keys are held by the univer­ 
sal proprietor, its dividend is Heaven, 
its president is God! 
God grant that all this audience, th* 
youngest, the oldest, the worst the 
best, may find their safe and glorious 
hiding place .’ here Joash found it—in 
tho temple.

Ousters cannot bs fad by artificial I 
means. 
Bran through a straw or seaweed | 
concealed in capsules should, therefore, 
never be offered to a tame oyster. 
The oyster patti is not so named be* 
cause the oyster has a lovely voice, which 
he has not, but because the depths at 
which he is found seem to show that he ie 
a great diva. 
An able-bodied oyster will lay 128,000,* 
OOO eggs in the cooree of a year if not in* 
terfered with. 
Connoisseurs say that al­ 
though these eggs are peculiar in having 
oyster shells, they cannot be beaten. 
A scientist tells us that in analyzing the 
stomach of an oyster nothing but vegeta­ 
ble matter has ever been found; so that lf 
you are looking for gold rings or cold 
roast beef in an oyster's abdomen yon will 
do well to give up the search. 
Mothers will do well to hold the oyster 
up as a shining example to little boys. 
The bivalve does not whistle, shout, stick 
pins into his grandfather, or kick his little 
brother out of bed. As a quiet, simple 
Christian the oyster ranks high. 
A curious thing about the oyster Is that 
while pearls are frequently found in him 
he Is rarely found in purls. Asparagus 
growing in the desert of Sahara is not 
more rare than Bine Points or Saddle 
Rocks in the maelstrom or the Niagara 
whirlpool. 
Humane -minded persons may take com­ 
fort in the knowledge that it does not hurt 
the oyster to be torn from his shell and 
scrunched between the teeth. 
Science, 
which is making great strides in oystrology, 
has discovered this by sticking pins in tooths 
oyster’s stomach and listening for groans 
with a microphone. 
None of our comic papers is read by the 
bivalves which we are considering. This 
is due to the fact that one of these jour­ 
nals once alluded to a particularly rich 
Blue Point as a regular John Jacob Oys­ 
ter, and nothing more deeply offends this 
quiet race than jokes on their name, of 
which they are very proud. 
Oystrologere are now endeavoring to de­ 
vise some means by which It may be 
shown in what way oysters, as a people, 
prefer to bo served. 
The general im­ 
pression Is that they like to be served with 
champagne, but only oho thing can ba 
sale. on this point with absolute certainty. 
The dull, sullen aspect of a cold fried oys­ 
ter In a box shows conclusively that this 
means of interment is not liked by the per­ 
sons most interested. 
Scientists assert, as a reason for the 
oyster's taciturnity, that as a race the 
bivalves have eschewed languages of all 
kinds because they feel themselves grossly 
insulted and heartlessly libeled by the in­ 
corporation of this honored name in such 
dissipated words as roystering, boysterous 
in English, and shoysterous in irish. 
The 
antagonists of this theory assert that the 
word cloyster is a sufficient refutation of 
It, but we think there is nothing in the 
Idea.

Legislature This Week 
W a sh in g to n , Jan. 13.—Senator Mor­ 
gan’s bill for the disposal of public min­ 
eral l$nd9 in Alabama is the only meas­ 
ure Upon tho calendar of unfinished 
business before tho 
Senate, 
and it 
awaits tho 
Senator’s 
return to be 
called up 
for 
final 
action. 
Sena­ 
tor Plumb will address tho Senate 
upon the resolution Introduced by him 
last week, requesting tho Secretary of 
the Treasury to postpone the releasing 
of tho Alaska seal fisheries. Senator 
Butler has Indicated his intention to 
speak this week on his bill providing for 
the emigration of negroes from the 
South, at public expense, under the di 
rection of the quartermaster-general of 
the army. Senator Ingalls and other 
Republican Senators will reply. 
The credentials of the four Senators 
elected by tho rival Legislatures of Mon­ 
tana will bo laid before the Senato this 
week. Objection will be made to seating 
either the Republican or Democratic 
contestants pending an investigation and 
a report upon their claims by tho com­ 
mittee on privileges and elections. In the 
absence of Mr. Hoar, chairman of that 
committee, no one is authorized to speak 
concerning tho probable scope of the in­ 
vestigation that will be made. 
A mem­ 
ber of the committee, however, said to­ 
day that ho was in favor of going fully 
into the question of the legality of the 
orgunization of tho Montana 
Legisla­ 
ture. Senators Platt and Teller will, it 
Is understood, make an attempt this 
week to have tho Senato tako up th* 
resolution providing for tho considera­ 
tion of all executive nominations in open 
session. 
The committee on Territories will heal 
representatives of Idaho Mormons, who 
oppose the bill to admit that Territory 
as a State because the proposed con­ 
stitution excludes Mormons from citizen­ 
ship. Delegate Dubois of Idaho will ap­ 
pear before tho committee and answei 
the Mormons’ complaints. 
If the com­ 
mittee decides that the objections of the 
Mormons are nut well founded the bilk 
for the admission of Idaho and Wyoming 
will be reported favorably at once. 
An 
effort will be made also to hasten pro­ 
gress on tho bill to give Oklahoma a Ter 
rltorial lorn of government. 
Tho Indications are that the long-ex 
pee ted code of new rules will bo reported 
from the committee on rules this week. 
The members of the minority are pre­ 
paring themselves for a vigorous attack 
upon tho report, which they understand 
proposes to greatly curtail their power to 
affect legislation. The parliamentarians 
of the Republican side are in turn fortify­ 
ing themselves to meet the attack, so 
that, if present indications are borne 
out, this week will witness tho first de­ 
cisive conflict of tho opposing parties in 
the new House. Tho committee on Ways 
and Means will hold the last of the pub­ 
lic hearings on tho tariff bill Tuesday. 


W eekly Bank Statem ent, 
N ew Y ork, Jan. 12.—Tho weekly 
hank statement shows tho following 
changes: Reserve, increase Si,259,700;

The banks now 
hold $6,015,700 in excess of the 25 per 
cent rate. 


Spanish runts, as the name implies, are 
prized for their sma lines. 
Suabian pigeons are of German origin 
and esteemed for their beautiful spangled 
coats. 
The great crowned pigeon is the largest; 
it is very nearly as big aa a common 
turkey. 
Construct a dove cot or pigeon house In 
some elevated position out of the reach of 
rats. etc. 
Male and female jointly set upon the 
eggs during incubation and both assist in 
feeding the young. 
The talpicoti, a small pigeon, peculiar 
for its remarkably white head, is a native 
of South America. 
No other bird drinks as the pigeon does, 
by a continuous draught, as do quadfu 
peds, and not by intervals, as birds do. 
Pigeons are the connecting link between 
the passerine birds and poultry, and yet 
they display many features common to 
neither. 
The blue owl is not a nocturnal bird, 
its name would imply, but a pigeon, and 
It is given its name from the shape of it* 
bill. 
Pigeons are faithful to their mates, and 
will continue to occupy the same faithful 
domestic relations to each other year after 
year. 
Pigeons do not begin to breed until they 
are nine months old. 
They lay but one or 
two eggs at a time and breed the year 
round, save when exposed to very cold 
weather. 
Each entrance to your dove cot should 
be provided with a slip of wood for the 
birds to rest on, but the pigeons are likely 
to fight over these slips it is best to divide 
each slip by a partition. 
The tumbler is noted for its peculiar 
flight. 
Instead of taking a straightfor­ 
ward course it throws itself backward, 
performing a graceful back eommenault 
with ease and evident satisfaction. 
Pigeon cots shonld fall to the southeast. 
They should Le painted white, as this 
color attracts the pigeon; gravel should 
be scattered in fronS of the cot and a little 
hay or straw kept handy for neats. 
Carrier pigeons are more highly prised 
than any others, and within the last cen­ 
tury they have been employed more or 
less among the European nation! in mili­ 
tary operations and as carriers of various 
dispatches. 
Each pair of birds should have a cell 
about twelve inches deep and sixteen 
inches broad. 
These cells are built inside 
the cot, or house, having entrance holes 
cut at ane side of the front, so that the 
nests may be built out of sight. 
Strange to say, regardless of color or 
perfectness otherwise, a fantail must be 
able to touch its head with its tail when 
strutting, or else it Is worthless to the 
fancier. They are of all colors, but the 
pure white is the favorite. 
For the first three days after hatching 
the young are fed by a secretion from the 
crop, very much resembling curds; after 
this they are given grain, together with 
the secretion, but as the young birds grow 
older the curd is diminished 
is no 
longer fed after the ninth day. 


PERU’S WH1SJL1NG JUGS* 


Ingenious Specimens of the H andiw ork 
of a Sc m i-Bar barons People. 
Many of the products of uncivilized 
people are a wonder to the moat in­ 
genious of modest Americans, and 
among these may be mentioned the 
ailvadore. or musical 
jugs, 
found 
among the burial places of Peru. 
The 
William S Vaux collection in Phila­ 
delphia contains a remarkable exam­ 
ple of this rude and ancient art. 
It is 
composed of two vessels joined to­ 
gether with a clay stem or pipe, after 
the fashion of the Siamese twins. 
stem is hollow; one jug is entirely^^^ 
closed up, except a small opening 
provided with a clay tube leading to 
the I body £of the whistle. 
When a 
liquid is poured in the open-mouthed 
jug the air is compressing into the 
other through the opening in the con­ 
necting stem, whence it is forced into 
the whistle, tho vibrations producing 
tho lovely songs of various forest birds 
peculiar to Peru and various South 
American countries. 
The Clay col­ 
lection in tho same city also contains 
some wonderful samples of ancient 
Peruvian art, among which are the 
robin vases and the llama jugs, the 
former imitating the songs of the 
robin, and the latter, being fashioned 
in the form of the llama, imitates the 
ejection of the saliva, well remember­ 
ed as being one of the animal’s dis­ 
gusting habits. 


H ornell and Biography.

biography

nearly as well as fiction to-day.
